INTERCOIil^EGIIATE     ATHLETICS 

Comment  by  President  Drinker  on 
President  Foster's  Indictment 

In  the  "Atlantic  Monthly"  for  No- 
vember last,  President  William  T. 
Foster,  of  Reed  College,  has  an  able 
article  on  "An  Indictment  of  Intercol- 
legiate Athletics."  A  careful  study  of 
President  Foster's  presentation  leads 
one  to  the  conclusion  that,  assuming 
as  a  premise  tlie  conditions  cited  by 
him,  his  conclusions  are  just  and  will 
not  be  questioned.  But  who  can  lay 
down  a  set  of  premises — on  such  a 
subject — applicable  to  all  institutions 
under  the  varjang  conditions  of  loca- 
tion, endowment,  oversight,  and  char- 
acter of  tuition,  presented  in  our  six 
hundred  or  inore  universities  and  col- 
leges. 

President  Foster's  deductions  are, 
he  states,  based  on  his  personal  ob- 
servations at  one  hundred  institutions 
during  the  past  five  years,  and  his  ob- 


jections inay  be  summarized  in  his 
statement  that  "All  the  serious  evils 
of  college  athletics  center  about  the 
gate  receipts,  the  grandstand,  and  the 
paid  coach."  But  may  we  not  also  in- 
fer that  these  evils  arise  from  the 
abuse  rather  than  the  use  of  these 
features?  It  is  not  the  making  a 
charge  to  spectators  that  is  evil,  but 
the  misuse  that  may  be  made  of  the 
fees  they  pay  in  contributing  to  a  fea- 
ture of  college  life  beneficial  and 
pleasurable  to  the  student  and  pleas- 
urable to  the  spectator, — nor  is  a 
grandstand  with  its  conveniences  to  be 
condemned  because  sometimes  a  vain 
player  will  play  to  it, — nor  is  the  coach 
to  be  greeted  with  anathema  because 
he  is  a  coach,  for  I  have  known  a 
number  of  men  who  have  filled  that 
trying  function,  as  gentlemen,  and 
with  benefit  to  the  men  coached,  and 
to  the  spirit  of  true  sport  in  the  in- 
stitution.     Of  course   coaches,    if  em- 
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ployed,  must  be  paid — but  of  course 
the  authorities  employing  them  should 
see  to  it  that  they  are  men  who  exer- 
cise a  good  and  not  an  evil  influence 
on  the  men  coached. 

When  I  visited  the  Panama  Canal 
some  years  ago  with  an  excursion  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Mining  En- 
gineers, one  of  the  leading  Army  men 
in  charge  asked  me  to  send  him  down 
a  couple  of  Lehigh  graduates,  a  me- 
chanical engineer  and  an  electrical  en- 
gineer. He  said,  "I  know  the  kind  of 
engineers  j'ou  turn  out  at  Lehigh, 
but,"  added  he,  "be  sure  they  know 
how  to  play  baseball  well."  Why? 
Because  he  wanted  them  to  aid  in  the 
promotion  of  the  splendid  esprit  de 
corps  built  up  in  the  Canal  corps  of 
workers  through  the  engineers  in 
charge  taking  personal  interest  in  the 
lives,  the  living,  the  health,  comforts, 
and  sports,  of  the  men. 

Why  should  intercollegiate  games 
be  considered  to  be  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  scholarship?  They  un- 
doubtedly promote  an  interest  in  sport, 
and  if  this  is  kept  within  healthful 
bounds,  as  we  knoAV  it  is  kept  at  Le- 
high, why  consider  the  intercollegiate 
feature  harmful?  Our  athletics  are 
based  at  Lehigh  on  the  primary  requi- 
site of  systematic  physical  exercise  by 
every  student  in  college,  for  the  per- 
formance of  which  scholastic  credit  is 
given.  From  the  standpoint  of  the 
University  President  and  of  the  parent, 
the  incentive  to  the  performance  of 
such  exercise,  coming  from  the  de- 
velopment of  an  athletic  spirit  in  the 
institution,  is  a  valuable  feature  of 
student  training,  and  the  encourage- 
ment of  a  manly  spirit  is  the  highest 
duty  of  those  in  charge  of  our  j^outh. 

Calvin  Pardee  once  told  me  that 
when  in  the  Federal  Army  in  our  great 
war  he  met  Mrs.  Ashby,  mother  of  the 
Confederate  Leader,  Turner  Ashby,  a. 
gallant  gentleman.  In  speaking  of 
her  son  she  said  that  her  training  for 
her  boy  had  been  to  teach  him  ro 
"Ride  well,  to  shoot,  to  fear  God,  and 
tell  the  truth."  What  a  motto  for  an 
American  mother  to  teach,  and  for  an 
American  boy  to  follow!  I  agree  with 
that  mother  in  her  ethics  of  training. 

I  take  no  stock  whatever  in  the 
thought  that  successful  predominant 
athletics  are  a  good  source   of  adver- 


tiseinent.  They  maj^  be  under  condi- 
tions with  which  I  am  not  familiar, 
but  with  the  sort  of  parent  who 
thoughtfully  aids  his  boy  to  select  his 
college  for  thorough  educational  train- 
ing, the  choice  of  the  institution  se- 
lected will  be  based  on  its  reputation 
for  honest,  genuine  work.  And,  as  I 
am  speaking  to  my  fellow-alumni,  and 
not  to  the  public,  I  may  saj^  that  we 
maj'  safely  feel  that  Lehigh's  past 
record  and  present  efficiency  meets 
this  test.  Students  will  come  to  Le- 
high because  she  maintains  her 
standard  of  work,  not  because  her 
boys  win  at  football.  But  we  might 
well  be  criticised  for  neglecting  an  im- 
portant phase  in  the  training  of 
youth,  did  we  not  continue  to  promote 
their  physical  welfare  and  training, 
while  maintaining  our  standard  of 
scholastic  accomplishment. 

I  cannot  speak,  as  Dr.  Foster  does, 
from  an  experience  of  one  hundred  in- 
stitutions. I  can  speak  of  the  experi- 
ence of  one,  my  Alma  Mater,  and 
there  I  know, — I  do  not  surmise,  I 
know, — that  the  spirit  of  honor,  of 
student  morale,  has  wonderfully  bet- 
tered in  the  last  twenty  years;  that 
athletics  are  a  feature  and  a  good  one 
of  student  life,  but  not  its  object;  that 
athletics  are  not,  and  I  believe  never 
will  be  at  Lehigh,  more  than  a  proper 
and  healthful  recreation  and  better- 
ment for  body  and  mind  of  the  stu- 
dent body;  and  that  the  contact  with 
other  institutions  in  well  managed 
athletics — far  from  being  harmful — 
is  a  training  in  interchange  of  give 
and  take,  an  opportunity  for  hospit- 
able welcome  and  entertainment  of 
guests,  a  discipline  in  the  exercise  of 
those  features  of  intercollegiate  inter- 
course calling  for  courteous  treatment 
of  a  guest  or  host— =-win  or  lose  as  the 
game  may  go — and  a  direction  of 
young  minds  in  the  manly  exercise  of 
self-restraint  and  self-control,  gentle- 
inanly  sport,  and  courteous  bearing.

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SCHOIiARSHIPS  AND  LOANS 

A  Report  by  Vice-President  Emeiy  on 
Aid  to  Students  Needing  Help 

The  following  report  concerning 
scholarships  and  financial  aid  has  been 
prepared  by  N.  M.  Emery,  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  University: 

January  1,  1916. 
From  the  foundation  of  Lehigh 
University  in  1866  to  1869  the  annual 
tuition  charge  was  $90  for  Freshmen 
and  Sophomores,  and  $100  for  Juniors 
and  Seniors.  In  1869  the  tuition  was 
increased  to  $125  for  Freshmen  and 
Sophomores,  and  $150  for  Juniors  and 
Seniors  in  all  courses  except  Analyti- 
cal Chemistry,  in  which  the  tuition 
was  $175.  These  rates  were  in  force 
until  July,  1871,  when  tuition  was 
made  free.  During  the  first  five  years 
of  Lehigh's  history  several  scholar- 
ships were  available  for  worthy  stu- 
dents. 

In  January,  1892,  tuition  was  re- 
established at  the  rate  of  $100  for 
courses  in  the  School  of  Technology 
and  $60  for  courses  in  the  School  of 
General  Literature.  Since  1892  the 
tuition  rates  have  been  increased  from 
time  to  time  to  the  present  rates  of 
$100  for  the  course  leading  to  the  de- 
gree of  B.A.,  $150  for  the  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  B.S.  and  for  the 
course  in  Chemistry,  and  $200  for  the 
courses  in  Technology.  During  this 
time  assistance  has  been  granted  to 
deserving  students  through  free  schol- 
arships, postponed  payment  of  tuition, 
and  money  loans  from  funds  estab- 
lished for  the  purpose  of  helping  stu- 
dents who,  without  financial  aid, 
would  not  be  able  to  pursue  a  college 
course. 

The  following  table  gives  informa- 
tion concerning  unpaid  balances, 
against  former  students  who  received 
help,  the  payments  received  by  the 
University  on  account  during  the  past, 
calendar  year,  the  assistance  extended 
to  worthy  students  during  the  current 
collegiate  year  and  the  past  calendar 
year:

Judge  Packer  died  May  17,  1879, 
During  the  year  1878-1879  there  were 
in  attendance  66  students.  The  aver- 
age attendance,  from  the  foundation 
of  the  University  to  1879,  was  79,  the 
maximum  attendance  119.  At  present 
help  is  given  to  more  than  twice  as 
many  students  as  the  total  number  in 
attendance  at  the  date  of  Judge  Pack- 
er's death,  and  to  a  third  more  than 
the  total  attendance  at  any  time  dur- 
ing his  lifetime. 

The  foregoing  table,  showing  the 
extent  to  which  aid  is  now  granted  to 
worthy  students,  is  a  conclusive 
answer  to  any  criticism  against  charg- 
ing tuition  to  those  who  can  afford  to 
pay.  At  present  it  is  extremely  rare 
for  a  student  to  withdraw  on  account 
of  inability  to  meet  the  tuition  charge. 
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Loans  to  cover  part  or  all  of  the  tui- 
tion are  available  for  students,  who 
without  help  would  be  obliged  to  with- 
draw from  college,  provided  their 
previous  record  has  been  reasonably 
creditable.  For  the  past  few  years  re- 
cipients of  aid  from  the  loan  funds 
have  given  interest  bearing  notes  due 
at  specified  dates,  and  such  notes  have 
almost  invariably  been  paid  at  or  be- 
fore maturity.  In  order  to  help  the 
University  in  continuing  to  extend  aid 
to  needy  students  former  beneficiaries 
are  urged  to  cancel  their  outstanding 
accounts  with  the  University. 


BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

Changes    Made    in    Lehigh's    Newest 

Course— Spanish  Now  Required 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Faculty,  additions  and  re-arrange- 
ments in  the  Course  in  Business  Ad- 
ministration, as  recommended  by  Pro- 
fessor Stewart,  head  of  the  Course, 
were  adopted  and  will  go  into  effect 
with  the  opening  of  the  next  Univer- 
sity year  in  September,  1916. 

The  most  conspicuous  advance  is  in 
presenting  work  dealing  with  relations 
between  the  United  States  and  Latin 
America.  Spanish  is  made  a  required 
second-year  subject.  The'  Economic 
Geography  of  North  and  South  Ameri- 
ca is  introduced,  with  emphasis  upon 
present  and  prospective  commercial 
relations  of  the  United  States  with 
Mexico,  Central  and  South  America. 

Another  timely  addition  is  a  course 
in  Economic  Geography  of  the  East- 
ern Hemisphere,  to  be  given  in  the 
Junior  year.  Along  with  a  study  of 
the  influence  of  physical  features  up- 
on economic,  political  and  social  insti- 
tutions, stress  is  placed  upon  the  com- 
mercial connections  between  America 
and  the  Orient. 

Industrial  Management,  a  new  sub- 
ject in  the  Senior  year,  will  embrace 
practical  problems  such  as  the  loca- 
tion of  industry,  the  nature  of  plant 
structure  and  arrangement  of  process, 
methods  of  wage  payment  and  the 
human  element  in  industry.  This  sub- 
ject is  to  be  taken  by  the  Senior  Me- 
chanical Engineers  as  well  as  the 
Business  Administration  students. 

The   statement   in    the    forthcoming 


"Register"    of   the   University   will  in- 
clude these  paragraphs: 

The  Course  in  Business  Administration  is 
a  "technical"  course.  It  takes  into  account 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  Science  of  Business. 
The  underlying  science  of  business  is  Eco- 
nomics. The  frequency,  alone,  with  which 
this  word  occurs,  in  its  various  grammatical 
forms,  in  the  columns  of  the  newspapers — 
and  especially  those  papers  which  cater  to 
business  men — is  a  practical  indication  of 
the  growing  importance  of  the  science.  The 
important  sub-divisions  of  the  science  of 
Economics,  such  as  Banking,  Investments, 
Industrial  Management,  Accounting,  are  of- 
fered under  the  Course.  A  certain  amount 
of  work  which  is  not  included  under  the 
head  of  Economics  is  given  in  order  to  in- 
sure a  well  rounded  development. 

The  Course  stands  in  the  same  relation  to 
the  life  and  calling  of  the  manufacturer,  the 
merchant  and  other  men  of  business  as  do 
the  law  and  medical  schools  of  the  universi- 
ties to  lawyers  and  physicians.  It  provides 
a  scientific  training  in  the  structure  and  or- 
ganization of  modern  industry  and  com- 
merce, and  in  the  general  causes  and  cri- 
teria of  prosperity  and  depression. 


DEDICATED  TO  DR.   PRICE 

1917    Epitome    "Will    Bear     Name    of 
President  of  Lehigh  Trustees 

The  Epitome  Board  of  the  Class  of 
1917  has  announced  that  the  forth- 
coming "Epitome,"  the  annual  of  the 
student  body,  will  be  dedicated  to  Dr. 
Henry  R.  Price,  '70,  President  of  the 
University  Board  of  Trustees.  In  an 
item  in  "The  Brown  and  White,"  re- 
porting his  acceptance  of  the  dedica- 
tion, a  sketch  was  given  of  Dr.  Price. 

An  active  student  and  member  of 
the  baseball  team  in  his  college  days, 
Dr.  Price  was  graduated  as  a  Civil 
Engineer  with  the  Class  of  1870.  His 
interest  turned  from  engineering  to 
medicine  and  he  entered  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  from  which  he 
received  the  M.D.  degree  in  1880. 
Practicing  in  Brooklyn,  Dr.  Price  has 
attained  eminence  as  an  eye  specialist. 

His  connection  with  Lehigh  has. 
been  close  under  two  adiministrations„ 
those  of  Presidents  Drown  and  Drink- 
er. He  was  an  Honorary  Alumni 
Trustee  from  1895  to  1897.  Elected  a 
Trustee  in  1897,  he  has  served  con- 
tinuously   since.

Manifestly  to  carry  into 
effect  the  University's  present  requirement  of 
physical  exercise  from  every  member  of  the 
student  body — of  such  character  as  medical 
examination  indicates  to  be  proper  in  each 
case — more  ground  was  needed  than  the 
original  Varsity  Field,  and  the  upper  or 
South  Field  was  therefore  graded,  and  will 
be  readv  for  use  in  the  coming  spring  and 
fall  sessions  of  1916. 

But  the  building  of  the  Stadium  (shown  by 
the  attendance  at  the  Lafayette  game  this 
year  to  be  none  too  large)  has  been  a  great 
undertaking,  and  wisely  it  is  being  built  by 
our  Trustees  in  sections,  as  means  can  be 
provided  for  its  completion.  The  baseball 
end  has  stood  in  uncompleted  shape — an  in- 
viting object  for  the  exercise  of  beneficence 
on  the  part  of  Lehigh's  alumni  and  friends — 
and  on  the  day  of  the  Lafayette  game  the 
gift  came  and  this  is  the  manner  of  its  com- 
ing. Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Wilbur  went  down 
in  the  morning  to  the  Steel  Works  for  some 
business  with  Mr.  Schwab  and  Mr.  Grace. 
While  there  the  party  got  to  talking  athletics 
(of  course),  and  some  one  touched  on  the  un- 
completed east,  or  baseball,  end  of  the 
stadium.  After  some  badinage  they  settled 
on  527.500  as  the  probable  cost  of  comple- 
tion of  that  end.  Mr.  Schwab  said,  "Well 
I'll  give  25  per  cent,  of  it,"  and  Mr.  Grace 
followed  with  another  25  per  cent.  Mr.  Tay- 
lor and  Mr.  Wilbur  chipped  in  with  10  per 
cent,  each,  and  when  another  alumnus  (of 
'71)  heard  of  it  by  telephone  he  insisted  on 
joining  the  procession  with  5  per  cent.  On 
announcement  being  made  at  luncheon  at  the 
Commons  (still  on  the  Lafayette  game  day) 
that  75  per  cent,  of  the  $27,500  needed  had 
thus  been  raised  in  the  morning.  Franklin 
Baker,  jr.,  of  '95,  ex-President  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  said  he  wished  to  come  in  with 
a  contribution  of  $500,  and  L.  M.  P.  Gaston, 
of  '88,  joined  with  $250  more,  leaving  $6125 
yet  to  be  raised  of  the  $27,500.  During  the' 
next  week  Archibald  Johnston,  of  '89,  C.  A. 
Buck,  of  '87,  Barry  Jones,  of  '94,  and  W.  F. 
Roberts,  of  '02,  enlisted  to  the  tune  of  $1200 
each  (surely  generous  and  timely  support  to 
the  Alma  Mater,)  reducing  the  needed  in- 
crement to  $1325.  This  amount  has  been 
made  up  by  further  welcome  contributions 
from  Me-ssrs.  Charles  M.  Dodson;  J.  Or.  Leh- 
man, '96  :  A.  N.  Cleaver  and  another  from 
Mri.  Cleaver:  Dr.  \V.  L.  Estes ;  H.  S.  Snvder; 
R.  H.  Wilbur,  '84;  S.  D.  Warriner,  '90,  aiid  E. 
M.  Mcllvain,  '95. 


The  four  Lehigh  Clubs  that  prom- 
ised the  donation  each  of  sections  a^-e 
worlcing  to  complete  their  subscrip- 
tions, and  there  is  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  gods  have  in  store  for 
Lehigh  a  surprise  that  will  complete 
the  north  sections  and  lift  from  Dr. 
Drinker's  shoulders  all  anxiety  as  to 
the  financing  of  our  athletic  plant 
which  so  far  has  proceeded  so  well.

"In  a  little  preface  to  the  report  Mr.  Cooke 
urges  those  who  receive  it  to  at  least  look  at 
the  pictures.  That  the  citizens  of  Philadel- 
phia did  look  at  them  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  the  first  edition  of  the  report  was  com- 
pletely exhausted  and  a  second  edition  had  to 
he  printed.  Any  city  official  who  has  jour- 
nalistic training  or  sagacity,  and  who  be- 
lieves that  he  is  administering  a  business  for 
the  benefit  of  the  stockholders — the  taxpayers 
being  the  stockholders — can  make  his  reports 
humanly  interesting  in  the  same  way.  For 
no  business  is  more  human  than  that  of 
making  a  city  fit  and  comfortable  to  live  in."

By  good  team  work  the  Lehigh  soc- 
cer eleven  defeated  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  seconds,  3  to  2,  on  Tay- 
lor Field,  on  December  18,  and  thus 
tied  Penn  for  first  place  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania Intercollegiate  Soccer  League. 
Lehigh  won  from  the  Haverford  sec- 
ond team  on  December  11,  and  had  a 
2  to  2  draw  with  Penn  State  on  No- 
vember 6.  The  Lehigh  players  are 
looking  forward  to  meeting  Lafayette, 
on  February  22,  when  they  expect  to 
reverse  the  1  to  0  result  of  the  first 
game,  at  Easton,  on  December  4.  La- 
fayette lost,  on  December  11,  to  the 
Penn  seconds,  the  team  Lehigh  later 
defeated. 

In  addition  to  membership  in  the 
State  League  (this  season  closing  in 
December),  Lehigh  belongs  to  the 
Blue  Mountain  League  and  is  also  a 
contestant  for  the  "Wilbur  Cup,  annu- 
ally awarded  by  Mr.  Warren  A.  Wil- 
bur. These  local  games  are  played' 
during  January,  February  and  March. 

Due  to  the  efforts  of  Professor 
Hughes  the  Lehigh  Soccer  Association 
has  offered  the  "H.  R.  Reiter  Cup"  for 
inter-class  competition.  The  Junior 
team  has  beaten  the  Seniors  and  will 
meet,  some  time  in  January,  the  win- 
ner of  the  Sophomore-Freshman 
game.  J.  Lawson,  of  the  Bethlehem 
Soccer  Club,  champions  of  the  United 
States,  is  coaching  the  Lehigh  players. 


Outlook  for  Basketball 

A  new  feature  for  Lehigh  basketball 
was  provided  by  Manager  Hummel  ^n 
arranging  for  a  trip  during  the  Christ- 
mas holidays.  While  only  one  contest 
of  the  five  played  was  a  victory,  the 
experience  gained  on  foreign  floors 
sliould  make  the  experiment  of  ulti- 
mate profit. 

The  scores  of  games  played  thus  far 
follow:  Lehigh  3  5,  Moravian  College 
31,  at  home;  Lehigh  45,  Niagara  Uni- 
versity 2  0,  at  home;  Lehigh  15,  Uni- 
versity of  Rochester  18,  at  Rochester;

a  forward,  and  Bigelow,  '19,  a  for- 
ward. The  coach  this  winter  is  Harry 
Haring,  of  Paterson,  N.  J. 


Wrestling  Prospects  Good 

Last  year  Lehigh  was  second  in  the 
Intercollegiate  Wrestling  League 
Championships  which  were  held  in 
the    Taylor    Gymnasium.      A    showing 
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at  least  as  good  is  looked  for  by  Coach 
Sheridan  in  the  Intercollegiates  at 
Princeton  in  March. 

The  Lehigh  team  suffers  fewer  in- 
roads by  graduation  than  Cornell,  the 
1915  champion,  which  loses  three 
winners.  In  the  125-pound  class  the 
Brown  and  White  has  Martin,  a  1915 
winner,  and,  if  he  gets  ofC  probation, 
Thomas,  a  winner  in  the  145-pound 
class.  In  addition  there  are  Kirkhuff 
and  Sawtelle,  runners  up  in  the  115 
and  158-pound  classes.  Scruggs,  the 
football  center,  is  out  for  175-pound 
honors.  There  are  very  few  men  re- 
porting for  the  heavyweight  class,  in 
which  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
with  Dorizas,  leads  the  league. 

Former  managers  and  captains  of 
Lehigh  wrestling  teams  have  donated 
sweaters  to  be  awarded  at  the  novice 
meet  to  be  held  about  the  middle  of 
this  month.  J.  C.  Gorman,  '10,  as 
usual  arranged  for  this  sweater  con- 
test. 


The  1915  Football  Season 

After  a  start  that  was,  as  the  Oc- 
tober Bulletin  reported,  "satisfac- 
tory and  promising,"  the  1916  Lehigh 
football  season  ended  in  a  fashion 
that  was  in  contrast  with  the  notable 
records  of  the  three  preceding  years. 
The  team  performed  well  against  Car- 
lisle, Yale,  Muhlenberg,  Gettysburg 
and  Lebanon  Valley  and,  although 
defeated  by  Penn  State,  7  to  0,  nearly 
held  its  own  in  what  a  State  College 
news  account  termed  "the  greatest 
game  ever  played  on  Beaver  Field." 
But  when  the  supreme  test  was  pre- 
sented in  the  contest  with  Lafayette  in 
Taylor  Stadium  on  November  20,  the 
Brown  and  White  players  deported 
themselves  in  immeasurably  less  than 
their  best  form  and  they  lost,  6  points 
to  35. 

Elements  like  the  toss-won  ad- 
vantage of  a  strong  wind  behind  them 
at  the  outset  and  costly  fumbles  by 
Lehigh  helped  the  Eastonians  to  a 
lead;  but  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  held  and  increased  it  the  men  of 
Lafayette  deserved  full  credit.  They 
played  good  footlDall. 

Against  the  strong  Washington  and 
Jefferson  eleven  at  Washington,  Pa., 
on     Thanksgiving     Day,     the     Lehigh 


team  was  able  to  score  a  field  goal 
only  as  compared  with  four  touch- 
downs by  W.  and  J. 

Ten  games  were  played  during  the 
season,  of  which  six  were  victories.

The  Alumni  Bulletin  is  indebted 
to  Parke  H.  Davis,  Esq.,  Princeton's 
representative  on  the  Inter-Collegiate 
Football  Rules  Committee  and  one  of 
the  foremost  football  authorities  in 
the  country,  for  statistics  as  to  Le- 
high's record,  from  1884  to  date: 

"Up  to  the  season  of  1914  Lehigh  had  suf- 
fered more  defeats  in  football  than  she  had 
won  victories.  During  the  season  of  1914, 
however,  the  tale  was  reversed.  The  com- 
plete figures  are  as  follows  :

Looking  Backward  and  Ahead 

Now  that  the  retrospect  of  the  191i5 
football  season  has  the  benefit  of  two 
intervening  months,  it  is  pretty  gener- 
ally felt  by  alumni  and  students  that 
the  reverses  were  a  wholesome  thing 
for  Lehigh  athletics.  Three  out  of 
four  in  the  Lafayette  series  and  an 
excellent  showing  against  larger  col- 
leges every  year  are  regarded  as  a 
most  satisfactory  record  for  the  foot- 
ball administration  of  Coach  Keady.

FROM  THE  CAMPUS 

The  Engineering  Societies  of  the 
University  were  addressed  at  a  joint 
meeting  in  Drown  Memorial  Hall  on 
December  15  by  Robert  S.  Perry,  '88, 
President  of  the  Alumni  Association. 
Mr.  Perry,  who  is  President  of  Harris 
Brothers  &  Company,  of  Philadelphia, 
paint  manufacturers,  spoke  on  "The 
Function  of  our  Engineering  and  In- 
dustrial Activities  as  Co-efflcients  of 
Preparedness." 

Through  the  activity  of  Howard  W. 
DuBois,  '92,  Consulting  Mining  Engi- 
neer, of  Philadelphia,  two  new  oil 
flotation  machines  have  been  placed  in 
the  Coxe  Mining  Laboratory,  where 
tests  on  various  kinds  of  ores  are  now 
being  carried  on.  With  these  machines 
available  for  instruction  and  testing 
purposes,  Lehigh  now  has  an  equip- 
ment for  flotation  which  is  probably 
not  surpassed  by  any  educational  in- 
stitution in  the  country. 

Dr.  Miller,  Professor  of  GeologT,  will 
resume  work  at  the  University  at  the 
opening  of  the  second  term  on  Janu- 
ary 31,  after  a  seven  months'  trip 
through  Central  and  South  America, 
in  which  22,500  miles  were  covered. 
Accompanied  by  Dr.  J.  T.  Singewald, 
jr.,  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Pro- 
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fessor  Miller  inspected  most  of  the  im- 
portant silver,  copper,  tin  and  gold 
mines,  iron,  sulphur  and  nitrate  de- 
posits and,  as  a  result,  Lehigh's  col- 
lections will  be  increased  by  about  a 
ton  of  valuable  specimens  illustrating 
all  the  leading  mining  districts  in 
South  America. 

Lehigh  was  represented  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Educational  Association,  in 
Scranton,  December  2  8  to  30,  by  Vice- 
President  Emery,  Professor  Hughes, 
Professor  Stewart,  Professor  Palmer, 
Professor  Blake  and  S.  J.  Thomas,  In- 
structor.

Charles  E.  S.  Sayre,  '78 

Charles  Eugene  S.  Sayre,  '78,  head 
•of  the  Sayre  Coal  Company,  died  sud- 
denly in  his  office  in  Bethlehem  on 
November  22  from  apoplexy.  Mr. 
Sayre  was  born  in  Mauch  Chunk  56 
years  ago,  a  son  of  the  late  Francis 
Sayre  and  Mrs.  Sayre.  He  attended 
Lehigh  as  a  member  of  the  Prepara- 
tory Class  in  1873-74  and  was  a 
Freshman  in  the  University  the  fol- 
lowing year.  For  many  years  he  was 
in  the  general  eastern  freight  service 
of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  The 
survivors  are  his  widow  and  two 
sisters,  Mrs.  A.  P.  Blakslee  and  Miss 
Anna  Sayre,  of  Mauch  Chunk. 

Richard  Henry  Lee,  '81 

Richard  Henry  Lee,  '81,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Lebanon  Blast  Fur- 
naces of  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Com- 
pany, and  Consulting  Engineer  of  the 
American  Manganese  Manufacturing 
Company,  died  suddenly  at  Lebanon 
on  December  8  of  heart  trouble. 

Mr.  Lee  was  a  son  of  the  late 
Richard  Henry  and  Mary  Wilson  Lee 
and  was  born  April  12,  1859,  at  Abing- 
ton,  Va.  He  was  a  descendant  of 
Richard  Lee,  prominent  in  Colonial 
times,  being  eighth  in  direct  line  and 
sixth  in  direct  line  of  Richard  Henry 
Lee  and  Francis  Lightf  oot  Lee,  signers 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

Mr.  Lee  had  been  connected  with 
blast  furnace  management  at  many 
places  in  this  country  since  187  9, 
when,  on  leaving  Lehigh  University, 
laia  father  put  him  in  charge  of  the 
■cold  blast  charcoal  furnaces  of  the 
Logan  Iron  and  Steel  Company  at 
Burnham  and  Greenwood  Furnace, 
Pa. 

A  close  student  of  the  literature  of 
t)last  furnace  practice  in  this  country 
and  abroad,  Mr.  Lee  was  a  fearless 
and  systematic  experimenter,  solving 
many  problems  in  the  manufacture  of 
pig  iron,  spiegeleisen,  ferro-man- 
ganese,  etc.  He  was  quick  in  meeting 
emergencies  and  minor  accidents  in 
the    operation    of   blast   furnaces,    and 


took  delight  in  overcoming  such  ob- 
stacles and  in  assisting  other  men  in 
similar  troubles. 

In  1894,  he  was  married  to  Catha- 
rine M.  Sheaffer,  and  is  survived  by 
his  wife  and  son,  Richard  Henry  Lee, 
now  a  student  in  Lehigh  University. 

Mr.  Lee  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Mining  Engi- 
neers, the  American  Iron  and  Steel 
Institute,  and  the  Engineers'  Society 
of  Western  Pennsylvania.  His  chief 
contributions  appear  in  the  "Trans- 
actions" 'of  the  American  Institute  of 
Mining  Engineers  for  1886,  1906,  1912 
and  1913.  He  was  an  occasional  con- 
tributor to  the  discussion  of  the  papers 
of  others,  and  he  wrote  several  im- 
portant articles  printed  in  the  techni- 
cal press.

Keenan,  a  business  man  of  Boston, 
whose  son  was  the  late  Charles  Rufus 
Keenan,  a  member  of  the  Class  of 
1916  in  the  Business  Administration 
course  in  the  University.  Mr.  Keenan 
has  maintained  a  warm  interest  in 
Lehigh's  activities  and  he  was  a  wel- 
come guest. 

W.  D.  Hartshorne,  '74,  President  of 
the  Club,  was  toastmaster  and  called 
upon,  each  of  the  alumni  present  for 
a  few  words.  The  result  was  that  a 
number  of  interesting  topics  relating 
to  the  University's  welfare  were 
brought  up  and  discussed. 

President  Drinker's  talk  was  the 
main  event  of  the  evening.  The  fol- 
lowing is  from  Secretary  Davis'  re- 
port to  members  and  other  alumni 
club  secretaries: 

"In  his  remarks  he  gave  a  general  state- 
ment of  the  present  condition  and  needs  of 
the  University.  One  point  brought  out  by 
Dr.  Drinker  was  of  especial  interest  to  all 
present,  viz.,  the  good  standing  scholastically 
maintained  by  our  football  team.  Dr.  Drinker 
did  not  seem  to  be  at  all  downcast  over  La- 
fayette's victory,  deeming  it  in  fact  a  good 
measure  of  discipline. 

"He  spoke  of  the  growing  appreciation 
through  the  country  of  the  fact  that  Lehigh's 
location  gives  the  institution  a  great  advan- 
tage in  its  close  proximity  to  great  mining 
and  industrial  interests  of  the  country,  and 
the  fact  that  most  of  these  are  officered  by 
our  alumni  is  an  enormous  advantage  to  a 
man  studying  engineering  at  Lehigh.  He 
studies  engineering  in  a  surrounding  atmos- 
phere of  engineering, — just  as  a  man  goes  to 
Paris  to  study  art. 

"Dr.  Drinker  reported  on  the  increasing 
spirit  in  all  our  colleges,  and  decidedly  so  at 
Lehigh,  of  sober  and  steady  living.  The  fact 
that  steady  men  are  the  ones  sought  for  by 
the  transportation,  industrial  and  mining  in- 
terests of  the  country  directly  influences  a 
student  body  largely  studying  for  these  pur- 
suits. 

"The  system  inaugurated  some  years  ago, 
after  conference  between  committees  of  the 
Faculty  and  the  student  body,  providing  for  a 
measure  of  physical  exercise  being  exacted 
v/eekly  from  all  students  in  the  University, 
has  been  successful  in  promoting,  on  the  one 
side,  the  physical  health  of  the  student  body 
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and,  on  the  other  hand,  in  bringing  out  ath- 
letic ability  that  otherwise  might  have  lain 
dormant." 

The  dinner  closed  with  the  giving 
of  a  Lehigh  cheer,  led  by  H.  N.  Row- 
ley, '85. 

Secretary  Davis  writes:  "Enthusi- 
asm runs  high  after  such  a  meeting 
as  we  had  on  December  9,  and  sonae 
of  it  is  bound  to  stick  and  do  a  lot  of 
good."

BOOKS  BY  LEHIGH  MEN 

Review   of   New    Volumes   by   MessrSc 

Davis,  Wilson,  Lefevre,  Bade, 

Jordan  and  Former  Teachers 

Whether  it  is  the  armored  car  of 
the  Count  d'  Aurillac  on  the  road  to 
Paris  or  the  District  Attorney's  tour- 
ing car  on  the  Boston  Post  Road,  ad- 
venture and  romance  ride  at  the  steer- 
ing wheel  in  the  stories  that  make  up 
"Somewhere  in  Prance,"  the  latest 
book  of  Richard  Harding  Davis,  '86. 

The  title  story  takes  advantage  of 
interest  in  the  Great  War;  but  aside 
from  local  color  and  military  action, 
handled  with  the  accuracy  and  assur- 
ance of  first-hand  observation,  "Some- 
where in  France"  ranks  with  the  best 
work  Mr.  Davis  has  produced  for  its 
character  study  of  the  spy,  Marie 
Gessler.  The  reader  has  a  feeling  of 
immense  relief  when  the  possessor  of 
"the  appealing,  violet  eyes"  is  con- 
veyed by  the  smiling  "Captain  Thier- 
ry" to  the  prison  of  St.  Lazare. 

"Playing  Dead,"  the  second  of  these 
stories,  isbeing  depicted  in  the  "movies" 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sidney  Drew  as  the 
film  Mr.  and  Mrs.  "Jimmie"  Blagwin. 
In  announcing  the  original  publication 
of  the  third  of  this  series,  "The  Card- 
Sharp,"  the  "Metropolitan  Magazine" 
termed  Mr.  Davis  "the  greatest  story- 
teller in  America."  There  is  real  pa- 
thos in  the  unexpected  denouement 
of  this  tale. 

In  totally  different  ways  there  are 
appeal,  sentiment  and  suspense  in  the 
other  stories,  "Billy  and  the  Big 
Stick,"  "The  Boy  Scout"  (reprinted  by 
Scribner's  also  in  an  earlier  single 
little  volume)   and  "The  Frame-Up."

"Track  and  Construction,"  Wilson,  '88 

"Elements  of  Railroad  Track  and 
Construction,"  by  Winter  L.  Wilson, 
C.E.,  '88,  M.S.,  '01,  Professor  of  Rail- 
road Engineering  in  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity, is  a  re-arranged  and  partly  re- 
written edition  of  Professor  Wilson's 
earlier  work  of  the  same  title.  De- 
signed for  the  use  of  engineering  stu- 
dents and  recent  graduates  who  have 
had  no  practical  experience,  the  vol- 
ume  presents  a  brief  history  of  rail-

roads  in  this  country,  chapters  on  Per- 
manent Way,  Circular  Turnouts,  Prac- 
tical Turnouts,  Sidetracks,  Mainte- 
nance of  Way,  Reconstruction,  the 
Subgrade,  Trestles,  Culverts,  and 
Grades. 

The  book  is  kept  within  a  conveni- 
ent size  by  the  presentation  only  of 
fundamental  principles.  The  beginner 
is  skillfully  informed  and  guided.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  subject  and  the  necessity  for 
keeping  up  to  date  by  consulting 
books  on  specific  subjects  and  the 
reading  of  engineering  journals.  For 
the  student  who  has  certain  phases 
amplified  by  an  instructor  in  class,  or 
for  the  private  reader  who  will  look 
up  references  as  suggested,  this  second 
edition  of  Professor  Wilson's  book 
forms  a  valuable  guide.  It  is  a  book 
that  does  not  presume  to  do  too  much; 
within  its  scope  it  Is  an  admirably 
convenient  and  workable  treatise.

"H.  R."  by  Edwin  Lefevie,  '91 

An  up-to-the-minute  Vanity  Fair, 
a  story  with  a  hero.  Hendrick  Rut- 
gers is  not  "a  nice  character;"  there 
are  none  in  all  of  this  satirical  book, 
as  Mr.  Lefevre  admits  in  the  dedica- 
tion. But  that  H.  R.  is  a  hero — a  god 
of  success — everybody  grants  from  his 
early  converts,  the  sandwich  men  and 
Max  Onthemaker,  to  editors,  society, 
all  the  public  that  reads  newspapers — 
and  Grace  Goodchild. 

H.  R.  did  not  rise  by  following 
Samuel  Smiles.  He  got  there  by  a 
rule  of  his  own,  to  be  "Plausible,  per- 
sistent, and  picturesque"  and  through 
his  discovery  that  "by  resolutely  ex- 
pecting people  to  do  things,  people  did 
them." 

"None  of  the  usual  fiction-labels 
would  fit  'H.  R.'  "  But,  for  fiction 
readers,  the  plot,  with  its  rush  of 
events  from  the  spring  morning  when 
Hendrick  walked  out  of  the  Goodchild 
bank  as  a  discharged  clerk  to  the  day 
he  returned  to  discuss  with  his  father- 
in-law-to-be  interest  rates  on  the  bal- 
ance he  would  keep  with  the  bank, — 
all  of  it  has  an  absorbing  appeal,  as 
the  attention  the  story  attracted  as  a 


"Saturday  Evening  Post"  serial 
proved. 

The  book  "H.  R."  wins  those  who 
read  it  by  the  same  infiuence  that  cap- 
tvired  those  who  met  H.  R.,  the  man, — 
psychological  suggestion.  Plus,  of 
course,  ilr.  Lefevre's  exceptional 
story-telling  skill.

"The  Old  Testament,"  Bade,  '02 

A  clear,  non-technical  summary  of 
textual  and  historical  examination  of 
"ideas  and  customs  in  Israel  during 
the  centuries  that  lie  between  Samuel 
and  the  exile"  is  contained  in  "The 
Old  Testament  in  the  Light  of  Today," 
by  Dr.  William  Frederick  Bad6,  '02, 
Professor  of  the  Frederick  Billings 
Foundation  for  Old  Testament  Litera- 
ture and  Semitic  Languages  in  the  Pa- 
cific Theological  Seminary,  at  Berke- 
ley, California.  Dr.  Bade's  book  fur- 
nishes an  account  of  the  moral  begin- 
nings of  Hebrew  religion  and  the  de- 
velopment of  spiritual  forces  and 
ideals  up  to  the  destruction  of  Jerusa- 
lem. The  exilic  and  post-exilic  period 
wull  be  the  subject  of  a  second  volume. 

There  is  an  unsparing  presentation 
of  "incongruous  elements,"  of  "intel- 
lectual conceptions,  moral  ideals,  mo- 
tives, and  rites,  which,  in  spite  of  their 
divine  sanctions,  have  fortunately 
forever  fallen  below  our  moral  ho- 
rizon." Dr.  Bade  argues  for  the  view 
of  the  Old  Testament  that  "regards  it 
as  a  growth,  in  which  the  moral  sanc- 
tions of  each  stage  of  development 
were  succeeded  and  displaced  by  the 
next  higher  one."  Despite  its  diverg- 
ence from  traditional  views,  Dr. 
Bade's  is  a  reverent  scholarship  that 
points  to  Jesus  as  having  bequeathed 
"the  liberty  and  duty  of  nioral  criti- 
cism of  the  Old  Testament."

"A  Textbook  of  Histology,"  Jordan,  '03 

An  advance  copy  of  "A  Textbook  of 
Histology,"  by  Harvey  Ernest  Jordan, 
B.A.,  '03,  M.A.,  '04,  Professor  of  His- 
tology and  Embryology  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia,  and  Dr.  J.  S.  Fergu- 
son, shows  it  to  be  a  large  volume  of 
799    pages,    profusely    illustrated.      As 
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the  authors  say,  in  their  preface,  "the 
bulk  of  the  subject  matter  of  histology 
is  now  relatively  fixed."  New  material, 
a  different  arrangement  of  subjects  or 
novel  treatment,  therefore,  should  be 
found  in  the  book  to  justify  its  pro- 
duction. To  a  certain  extent  all  these 
are  found.  The  subject  matter  has 
been  brought  up  to  date  and  biblio- 
graphical references  call  the  attention 
of  the  student  to  recent  investiga- 
tions. 

A  feature,  both  important  and  new, 
is  the  inclusion  of  a  certain  amount 
of  physiology.  In  spite  of  the  clo.se 
relation  of  tissue  structure  to  function, 
the  latter  has  rarely,  if  ever,  been 
mentioned  in  text-books  on  histology. 
It  is,  of  course,  convenient  and  right 
to  treat  physiology,  pathology  and  his- 
tology in  separate  text-books.  But  it 
appears  that  the  authors  of  the  pres- 
ent work  have  introduced  a  peda- 
gogically  valuable  plan  in  reminding 
the  student,  at  every  step,  what  the 
function  of  the  described  tissue  ir 
organ  is. 

An  example  of  new  arrangement  is 
that  the  "ductless  glands,"  usually 
separately  located  in  parts  of  the  book 
treating  of  associated  organs,  are 
placed  together  in  one  chapter- — cer- 
tainly a  more  useful  disposition.

General  Doster  on  Lincoln 

It  is  the  good  fortune  of  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity to  have  been,  in  a  measure,  re- 
sponsible for  "Lincoln  and  Episodes  of 
the  Civil  War,"  by  William  E.  Doster, 
Late  Brevet  Brigadier  General  U.  S. 
V.  and  Provost  Marshal  of  Washing- 
ton. General  Doster,  who  was  a  Lec- 
turer on  Law  at  Lehigh  in  1878-79, 
delivered  an  address  on  Lincoln  at  ex- 
ercises held  at  the  University,  on  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1909,  in  celebration  of  the 
one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  War 
President's  birth.  This  address  forms 
the  first  chapter  of  a  book  which  Pro- 
fessor Stewart,  of  the  University  Fac- 
ulty, among  others,  persistently  urged 
General  Doster  to  write. 

It  is  a  work  that  takes  an  lionorable 
place  in  Civil  War  literature  spring- 
ing from  first-hand  sources;  it  repre- 
sents the  experience  and  reflection  of 
a  trained    mind.      Especially  valuable 


are  the  chapters  on  "Incidents  of  Pro- 
vost Duty"  and  "Conspiracy  Trial, 
1865,"  which  are  distinct  contribu- 
tions to  American  history.

Merriman's    "Mathematical   Tables" 

John  Wiley  &  Sons,  Inc.,  have  re- 
cently published  "Mathematical  Tables 
for  Class-Room  Use,"  by  Mansfield 
Merriman,  LL.D.  (Hon.),  '13,  Profes- 
sor of  Civil  and  Mechanical  Engineer- 
ing in  Lehigh  University  from  1878 
to  1881  and  Professor  of  Civil  Engi- 
neering from  1881  to  1907.  This  is  a 
book  of  67  pages,  made  up  of  tables 
Dr.  Merriman  contributed  to  the 
American  Civil  Engineers'  Pocket 
Book,  with  explanations  prepared 
especially  for  this  volume.  It  is  one 
of  the  "Mathem.atical  Texts  for  En- 
gineering Students,"  edited  by  Dr.
